In the y ear 18 9 8 , the Labo r day p ic­ 
n ic co mmittee, back ed 
by 
Trades 
Co u n cil, decided that the labels 
o f 
bo th Ty p o grap hical 
u n io n an d the 
Pressmen ’s u n io n mu st ap p ear o n the 
p rin tin g matter issu ed by the p icn ic 
co mmittee. William Co rn eliu s was at 
that time 
in charge o f 
the 
p ress 
ro o m o f the News Rev iew. The o wn ­ 
er o f this p ap er was then in the Phil­ 
ip p in es, Carry in g Old Glo ry . A sho rt 
time p rev io u sly the bitter en emies o f 
the News Rev iew had co n co cted 
a 
scheme to adv an ce wages an d mak e 
an effo rt to k ill the p ap er du rin g the 
o wn er’s absen ce. 
This 
mo v e 
was 
ado p ted, bu t a tru e an d 
tried 
an d 
tru sted u n io n 
emp lo y e check mated 
the mo v e with a measu re p ermitted 
by the Ty p o grap hical u n io n an d ren ­ 
dered abo rtiv e the p lo t hatched by 
the trick sters. 
Mrs. P a ^ e r, in charge o f the p ap er, 
was n o tified in 18 9 8 that she co u ld 
n o t bid o n the Labo r day Jo b wo rk 
u n less she co u ld mak e u se o f 
the 
Pressmen ’s label. As p er the n ew p lo t 
by the man o r men en gin eerin g this 
featu re, this wo u ld n ecessitate Mrs. 
Palmer emp lo y in g an o ther p ressman , 
with an additio n al 
ex p en ditu re 
o f 
$14.00 p er week . 
She earn estly p ro ­ 
tested again st this o u trage, declarin g 
that it wo u ld ru in her fro m a fin an cial 
stan dp o in t. 
Un k n o wn to her, a champ io n ap ­ 
p eared in the ran k s o f Trades Co u n ­ 
cil, he assertin g that the matter bo re 
the ear mark s o f discrimin atio n an d 
in ju stice again st the News Rev iew; 
that it was a shame to sp rin g su ch a 
thin g again st Cap tain Palmer when he 
was do in g du ty in the serv ice o f his 
co u n try . There are lo ts o f go o d men 
an d tru e in o u r Trades Co u n cil, an d 
this statemen t met with their hearty 
ap p ro v al, an d the 
co mmittee 
gav e 
in stru ctio n s that Mrs. Palmer co u ld 
bid o n the jo b wo rk fo r the 
Labo r 
day p icn ic, an d in case she was the 
fo rtu n ate bidder, she co u ld sen d o u t 
fo r an y p ressman , hav e him afllx the 
Pressmen ’s label, in co mp an y with the 
Ty p o grap hical 
label, 
an d 
matters 
wo u ld be all right. 
No w n o te the v illain y an d sk u ll­ 
du ggery o f the matter. Mrs. Palmer 
was n ev er n o tified o f this actio n o n the 
p art o f the co mmittee o r co u n cil, an d 
she was 
left 
u n der the imp ressio n 
that she was co mp elled to p u t In an ­ 
o ther man regu larly , at $14 a week , 
which she did, again st her mo st earn ­ 
est p ro test, an d that $14 a week , aft­ 
erwards In creased to $15 p er week , 
has been go in g o n ev er sin ce. 
As so o n as Cap tain Palmer 
came 
ho me fro m Man ila, he to o k measu res 
to cu rtail ex p en ses, an d made o p en 
p ro clamatio n that there were bu t two 
fu ll u n io n o ffices In East Liv erp o o l, 
Uio se o f the two daily p ap ers, 
the 
cap tain bein g determin ed to reach fo r 
ev ery p en n y that the two labels en ti­ 
tled him to . 


This stirred u p a ho rn et’s n est, as 
the p lo tters had been cau ght in their 
o wn trap , an d can didates fo r 
o ffice 
dare n o t get their tick ets p rin ted at 
the 
o ther o ffices, an d lo ts o f u n io n 
p rin tin g left them. Ho w the p lo tters 
ho wled an d k ick ed an d p ro tested an d 
fin ally called u p o n Trades Co u n cil fo r 
relief, with the fo llo win g resu lt an d 
decisio n by Trades 
Co u n cil, which 
stan ds as law to day , an d which co n ­ 
cisely an d decisiv ely declares that the 
u se o f the Ty p o grap hical u n io n label 
o f No . 318 co v ers the fu ll wo rk an d 
mak es all jo b wo rk tu rn ed o u t in this 
city the fu ll p ro du ct o f u n io n labo r. 
Fu rther, fo r the ben efit o f o u r frien ds, 
an d the^ p u blic in » gen eral, an d 
all 
can didates fo r p o litical o ffice, 
the re Is 
no Pre s s me n’s union In this c ity .

> DIRTY DEVILTRY 


BK SO-CALLED 


Union Men In This City Who Are 
Basely Misrepresenting 
Trades’ Council. 


THE 
TYPOGRAPHICAL LABEL 


Of No. 318 Has Been Declared by 
Unanimous Note of Our 
Trades’ Council. 


ALL TH A T 18 N E C E SSA R Y TO USE 


In the year 1898, the Labor day pic­ 
nic committee, backed 
by 
Trades 
Council, decided that the labels 
of 
both Typographical union and the 
Pressmen’s union must appear on the 
printing matter issued by the picnic 
committee. William Cornelius was at 
that time in charge of the press 
room of the News Review. The own­ 
er of this paper was then in the Phil­ 
ippines, Carrying Old Glory. A short 
time previously the bitter enemies of 
the News Review had concocted a 
scheme to advance wages and make 
an effort to kill the paper during the 
owner’s absence. 
This 
move was 
adopted, but a true and tried and 
trusted union employe checkmated 
the move with a measure permitted 
by the Typographical union and ren­ 
dered abortive the plot hatched by 
the tricksters. 
Mrs. Pawner, in charge of the paper, 
was notified in 1898 that she could 
not bid on the Labor day job work 
unless she could make use of the 
Pressmen’s label. As per the new plot 
by the man or men engineering this 
feature, this would necessitate Mrs. 
Palmer employing another pressman, 
with an additional 
expenditure 
of 
$14.00 per week. 
She earnestly pro­ 
tested against this outrage, declaring 
that it would ruin her from a financial 
standpoint. 
Unknown to her, a champion ap­ 
peared in the ranks of Trades Coun­ 
cil, he asserting that the matter bore 
the ear marks of discrimination and 
injustice against the News Review; 
that it was a shame to spring such a 
thing against Captain Palmer when he 
was doing duty in the service of his 
country. There are lots of good men 
and true in our Trades Council, and 
this statement met with their hearty 
approval, and the 
committee 
gave 
instructions that Mrs. Palmer could 
bid on the Job work for the Labor 
day picnic, and in case she was the 
fortunate bidder, she could send out 
for any pressman, have him affix the 
Pressmen’s label, in company with the 
Typographical 
label, 
and 
matters 
would be all right. 
Now note the villainy and skull­ 
duggery of the matter. Mrs. Palmer 
was never notified of this action on the 
part of the committee or council, and 
she was left under the impression 
that she was compelled to put in an­ 
other man regularly, at $14 a week, 
which she did, against her most earn­ 
est protest, and that $14 a week, aft­ 
erwards increased to $15 per week, 
has been going on ever since. 
As soon as Captain Palmer came 
home from Manila, he took measures 
to curtail expenses, and made open 
proclamation that there were but two 
full union offices in East Liverpool, 
those of the two daily papers, the 
captain being determined to reach for 
every penny that the two labels enti­ 
tled birn to. 


This stirred up a hornet’s nest, as 
the plotters had bees caught in their 
own trap, and candidates for office 
dare not get their tickets printed at 
the other offices, and lots of union 
printing left them. How the plotters 
howled and kicked and protested and 
finally called upon Trades Council for 
relief, with the following result and 
decision by Trades Council, which 
stands as law today, and which con­ 
cisely and decisively declares that the 
use of the Typographical union label 
of No. 318 covers the full work and 
makes all job work turned out in this 
city the full product of union labor. 
Further, for the benefit of our friends, 
and the^ public bn general, and 
all 
candidates for political office, there is 
no Pressmen’s union in this city. Read 
the action of our Trades Council, the 
controlling and deciding body: 
“E. 
B. 
Orr, < from 
Typographical 
union No. 318, referred to an item 
which had recently been published in 
a local paper asserting that by the ac­ 
tion of Trades and Labor Council only 
the printing matter from the 
offices 
of the 
two daily papers of the 
city 
could be considered the product 
of 
union labor. This apprehension seem­ 
ed to have grown from the fact that 
the Labor day picnic committee, 
a 
year or two ago, supported by Trades 
Council, required that labels of both 
Typographical union and the 
Press­ 
men’s union appear on the 
printing 
matter issued by the picnic commit­ 
tee. 
Some contention has since en­ 
sued as to whether that regulation was 
to be continuous in its application. By 
a unanimous vote it was resolved at 
this meeting that "Trades and Labor 
Council wish it understood that 
we 
never took action’’ to the effect that 
there were "but two union 
printing 
offices In East Liverpool,’’ and that "a 
job of printing bearing the label of 
Typographical union No. 318, of this 
city, be recognized to be the product 
of union labor.’’ 
We will make further exposure of 
trickery and 
chicanery in a fu­ 
ture issue. We have absolute proof 
of wery dirty work on the part of 
men who should hang their heads in 
very shame, did they possess the 
shadow of honor or makeup in their 
composition.

Pressmen’s union must appear on the 
printing matter issued by the picnic 
committee. William Cornelius was at 
that time 
in charge of 
the 
press 
room of the News Review. The own­ 
er of this paper was then in the Phil­ 
ippines, Carrying Old Glory. A short 
time previously the bitter enemies of 
the News Review had concocted 
a 
scheme to advance wages and make 
an effort to kill the paper during the 
owner's absence. 
This 
move 
was 
adopted, but a true and 
tried 
and 
trusted union 
employe checkmated 
the move with a measure permitted 
by the Typographical union and ren­ 
dered abortive the plot hatched by 
the tricksters. 
Mrs. Pa^pier, in charge of the paper, 
was notified in 1898 that she could 
not bid on the Labor day job work 
unless she could make use of 
the 
Pressmen’s label. As per the new plot 
by the man or men engineering this 
feature, this would necessitate Mrs. 
Palmer employing another pressman, 
with an additional 
expenditure 
of 
$14.00 per week. 
She earnestly pro­ 
tested against this outrage, declaring 
that it would ruin her from a financial 
standpoint. 
Unknown to her, a champion ap­ 
peared in the ranks of Trades Coun­ 
cil, he asserting that the matter bore 
the ear marks of discrimination and 
injustice against the News Review;

Now note the villainy and skull­ 
duggery of the matter. Mrs. Palmer 
was never notified of this action on the 
part of the committee or council, and 
she was 
left 
under the impression 
that she was compelled to put in an­ 
other man regularly, at $14 a week, 
which she did, against her most earn­ 
est protest, and that $14 a week, aft­ 
erwards increased to $15 per 
week, 
has been going on ever since. 
As soon as Captain Palmer 
came 
home from Manila, he took measures 
to curtail expenses, and made open 
proclamation that there were but two 
full union offices In East Liverpool, 
those of the two daily papers, 
the 
captain being determined to reach for 
every penny that the two labels enti­ 
tled him to. 


This stirred up a hornet’s nest, as 
the plotters had beew caught in their 
own trap, and candidates for

How the plotters 
howled and kicked and protested and 
finally called upon Trades Council for 
relief, with the following result and

Further, for the benefit of our friends,

Leavenworth, Kau., Jan. IO.—rh*.I 
Alexander, the negro who on Satur- 
day evening 
attempted 
to 
assault 
Miss Eva Roth and who was sup 
posed to have assaulted and killed 
Pearl Forbe* in this city, in Novem­ 
ber last, was taken from the jail 
by a mob aud buffed at the stake 
Where Pearl Forbes’ body was found, 
A bout half a dozen blocks from thy 
ce n te r of the city. 
Probably K.ooo 
people witnessed the lynching. 
The negro 
bud ’been 
transferred 
from bis cell at the state penitentiary 
And placed iu Jail. A crown followed 
from the penitentiary to the jail ana 
the negro was gotten into the jail by 
A ruse. 
The uegro was dragged across Third 
street aud up hill to the court lions* 
yard. Later he was bucked up against 
a tree in the yard aud a chain was 
hunted for, bur none could lie found, 
H e several times was given a cham * 
to confess, but denied ids guilt. 
Urn* 
big fellow struck the negro in the 
forehead three times with his lists. 
At a suggestion he was pushed oil 
towards 
Fourth 
street 
and 
then 
placed 
iii a wagon and taken to 
the corner of Lawrence avenue ami 
Spruce street, the scene of the min* 
der of Pearl Forbes, followed by the 
crowd. 
Long before the wagon containing 
the doomed man arrived at the place! 
A crowd had gathered. 
The iirst tiling done was to plant 
a railroad iron upright iii the mud. 
This was npide fast to cross irons 
firmly bound to the upright iron with 
wire. 
Around the improvised stake 
wood and boards were piled. 
A howl went up, which was quickly 
bushed as the prisoner raised 
his 
•hackled bands and began to speak. 
Twice he started, but 
the 
crowd 
drowned his trembling voice. 
“You a re going to kill me, what 
av e r I say,” he said, “but you men 
Are w rong. 
I want to tell you rigid 
now, you’ve got the wrong man. 
I 
'did not do th a t, and some day you 
m en here will run up agaiust the mini 
Who did. 
I know it ain’t any use to 
•a y so, fo r you’re going to kill me, 
b u t I didn’t do it.” 
The men standing betiiud Alexan­ 
der thou shoved him from the wagon 
and the roar from the crowd drown­ 
ed every other sound. The negro was 
quickly driven down the embankment 
to the pile of wood, with his hands 
•till shackled. 
He was chained iii a 
standing position to the upright rail­ 
road iron. 
Chains and irons were 
wrapped about 
him 
and with lits 
hands still shackled, he wa/* made 
fast to the post.

W a s h i n g t o n , Jan. 1 0 .—The house of 
representatives is keeping up its record 
for businesslike promptness in dispos­ 
ing of important legislation, and the 
number of bills accumulating In the 
senate that have passed the house has 
already become appalling. The house 
has disposed of the new apportionment 
by fixing a basis of representation that 
will result In a membership of 38(1 In 
the house of representatives in the Fif­ 
ty-eighth congress to be elected in 1902. 
It is not expected that this bill will 
provoke any discussion In the senate 
when It reaches there, ss It is purely s 
house affair. 
• • • 
The river and harbor Improvement 
bill Is also under way in the house, and 
a vote upon It will doubtless have been 
taken before this reaches the eyes of 
its readers. This bill, carrying appro­ 
priations for nearly $70,000,000 as a 
subsidy to the nation’s commerce, may 
be amended in the senate either by re­ 
ductions or increases. 
The improve­ 
ment of our rivers and harbors is be­ 
coming a colossal work, and few peo­ 
ple realize that as much money has 
been spent In that work during the 
closing decade of the last century as 
was spent in all the years of our gov­ 
ernment’s existence preceding that dec­ 
ade. 
It cannot be doubted, however, 
that the nation reaps benefits from the 
improvements far in excess of expend­ 
itures in the accommodation of rivers 
and harbors to larger craft that carry 
freight at reduced rates. 


While the riv\*r and harbor improve­ 
ments are a benefit to the shipping of 
all the world, not a dollar of taxes 
being collected from shipping to help 
bear the enormous expense of the im­ 
provements, such improvements nev­ 
ertheless are in the most emphatic 
sense a direct government aid to com­ 
merce and industry. River and harbor 
Improvements by the government es­ 
cape the odious word “subsidy” as a 
characterization, and hence the ald Is 
not offensive to many people who op­ 
pose government aid when the name 
applied to the latter takes the form of 
expression of “subsidy” or of “bounty.” 
The only real difference in the govern­ 
ment expenditures for river and har­ 
bor Improvements and those for the 
building up of its own merchant ship­ 
ping is that the first benefit is the ship­ 
ping of all the world alike, while the 
benefits of the other are confined only 
to American craft 
• • • 
While the shipping bill is not under 
consideration in either branch of con­ 
gress at the present time it Is never­ 
theless one of the most absorbing top­ 
ics in political and In private conversa­ 
tions at the capital. 
It occupies an 
amount of space in the dispatches sent 
out from here to the newspapers of the 
country fully equal to that enjoyed by 
those measures that are actually under 
discussion and in process of passage. 
Not only are members finding that the 
country is deeply interested in the 
passage of the measure in question, 
but the direct and urgent requests 
they are receiving from their constit­ 
uents In favor of its passage are hav­ 
ing a ^ o s t favorable effect The ene­ 
mies of the bill concede that lf it can be 
brought to a vote in the senate its 
passage Is assured. They are natural­ 
ly, therefore, bending every energy and 
strafing every nerve in order to pre­ 
vent a vote in the senate. 
• *. 
Ever since the 3d of January the sen­ 
ate has been almost absorbed in its 
discussion of the army reorganization 
bill, and no man is able to predict the 
end. 
At the present writing a vote 
has not been arranged for, and, al­ 
though there are those who look for the 
ead during the week Just closing, It 
would not be at all remarkable if it ex­ 
tended well into the next week if not 
beyond. 
Meanwhile as the filibusters 
expect, appropriations bills are ac­ 
cumulating, aud all other business Is 
suspended in the senate until provision 
la made for the army necessary to en­ 
able the president to carry out the law 
In oar territorial possessions. 


• * • 
One of the most significant things of 
the times la the efforts that are being 


made by the antishipping bill lobby, 
representing foreign shipping inter­ 
ests here, to prove that there is not the 
least bit of need for any legislation. 
The lobby is getting frightened at the 
awakened newspaper demand for the 
Immediate passage of the bill, and the 
faet has at last been widely published 
that new Ameriean ships means reduc­ 
ed ocean freight rates with direct bene­ 
fits to our farmers and manufacturers. 
This truth, once it sinks deeply into 
the public mind, will result in an agi­ 
tation so strong and so widespread 
that congress will find it utterly impos­ 
sible to postpone further legislation. 


• * • 
Meanwhile the opposition to the ship­ 
ping bill is filling its organs with state­ 
ments that there is no shortage of 
ocean tonnage, that there are more 
ships offering than there are cargoes, 
that there lias been a steady diminu­ 
tion of ocean freight rates—all of these 
statements being absolute and bare­ 
faced untruths. There are not enough 
ships offering for the cargoes that of­ 
fer, rates ane abnormally high for 
ocean transportation, because such a 
vast amount of merchant tonnage is 
employed In carrying soldiers and 
army equipment to distant parts of the 
world—chiefly to South Africa.

W ashington, Jan. IU.—The house of 
representatives is keeping up its record 
for businesslike promptness in dispos­ 
ing of important legislation, and the 
num ber of hills accum ulating in the 
senate that have passed the house has 
already become appalling. 
The house 
has disposed of the new apportionment 
by fixing a basis of representation that 
will result in a membership of 386 in 
the house of representatives in the Fif­ 
ty-eighth congress to be elected in 1902. 
It is not expected that this bill will 
provoke any discussion In the senate 
when It reaches there, as it is purely a 
bouse affair. 


• •• 
The river and harbor improvement 
bill is also under way In the house, aud 
a vote upon It will doubtless have been 
taken before this reaches the eyes of j 
Its readers. This bill, carrying appro- ! 
prlations for nearly $70,000,000 as a 
subsidy to the nation’s commerce, may 
be amended in the senate either by re­ 
ductions or increases. 
The improve­ 
ment of our rivers and harbors is be­ 
coming a colossal work, and few peo­ 
ple realize th at as much money bas 
been spent in that work during the 
closing decade of the last century as 
was spent in all the years of our gov­ 
ernm ent’s existence preceding that dec­ 
ade. 
It cannot be doubted, however, 
that the nation reaps benefits from the 
improvements far in excess of expend­ 
itures in the accommodation of rivers 
and harbors to larger craft th at carry 
freight a t reduced rates. 


I made by the antishipping bill lobby, 
representing foreign 
shipping inter­ 
ests here, to prove iliat there is not the 
least bit of need for any legislation. 
The lobby Is getting frightened st the 
awakened newspaper demand for the 
immediate passage of the bill. and the 
fact has at last been widely published 
that new American ships means reduc­ 
e d ocean freight rates with direct bene­ 
fits to our fanners and manufacturers. 
This truth, once it sinks deeply into 
the public mind. will result in an agi­ 
tation so strong and so widespread 
that congress will find it utterly Impos­ 
sible to postpone further legislation.

Meanwhile the opposition to the ship­ 
ping bill is filling its organs with state­ 
ments that there is no shortage of 
ocean tonnage, that there are more 
ships offering than there arr* cargoes, 
that there has been a steady diminu­ 
tion of ocean freight rates all of these 
statem ents being absolute and bare­ 
faced untruths.

Basely Misrepresenting 
Trades’ Counoil.

Of No. 318 Has Been Declared by 
Unanimous Note of Our 
Trades’ Council. 


A L L T H A T IS N E C E S S A R Y TO USE 


In the year 1898, the Labor day pic­ 
nic committee, backed 
by 
Trades 
Council, decided that the labels 
of 
both Typographical 
union 
and 
the 
Pressmen’s union must appear on the 
printing matter issued by the picnic 
committee. William Cornelius was at 
that time 
in charge of 
the 
press 
room of the News Review. The own­ 
er of this paper was then in the Phil­ 
ippines, Carrying Old Glory. A short 
time previously the bitter enemies of 
the News Review had concocted 
a 
scheme to advance wages and make 
an effort to kill the paper during the 
owner’s absence. 
This 
move 
was 
adopted, but a true and 
tried 
and 
trusted union 
employe checkmated 
the move with a measure permitted 
by the Typographical union and ren­ 
dered abortive the plot hatched by 
the tricksters. 
Mrs. Palmer, in charge of the paper, 
was notified in 1898 that she could 
not bid on the Labor day job work 
unless she could make use of 
the 
Pressmen’s label. As per the new plot 
by the man or men engineering this 
feature, this would necessitate Mrs. 
Palmer employing another pressman, 
with an additional 
expenditure 
of 
$14.00 per week. 
She earnestly pro­ 
tested against this outrage, declaring 
that it would ruin her from a financial 
standpoint. 
Unknown to her, a champion ap­ 
peared in the ranks of Trades Coun­ 
cil, he asserting that the matter bore 
the ear marks of discrimination and 
injustice against the News 
Review; 
that it was a shame to spring such a 
thing against Captain Palmer when he 
was doing duty in the service of his 
country. There are lots of good men 
and true in our Trades Council, and 
this statement met with their hearty 
approval, and the 
committee 
gave 
instructions that Mrs. Palmer could 
bld on the job work for the 
Labor 
day picnic, and in case she was the 
fortunate bidder, she could send out 
for any pressman, have him affix the 
Pressmen’s label, in company with the 
Typographical 
label, 
and 
matters 
would be all right. 
Now note the villainy and skull­ 
duggery of the matter. 
Mrs. Palmer 
was never notified of this action on the 
part of the committee or council, and 
she was 
left 
under the impression 
that she was compelled to put in an­ 
other man regularly, at $14 a week, 
which she did, against her most earn­ 
est protest, and that $14 a week, aft­ 
erwards increased to $15 per 
week, 
has been going on ever since. 
As soon as Captain Palmer 
came 
home from Manila, he took measures 
to curtail expenses, and made open 
proclamation that there were but two 
full union offices in East Liverpool, 
those of the two daily papers, 
the 
captain being determined to reach for 
every penny that the two labels enti­ 
tled him to. 


This stirred up a hornet’s nest, as 
the plotters had beeu caught in their 
own trap, and candidates for 
office 
dare not get their tickets printed at 
the 
other offices, and lots of union 
printing left them. How the plotters 
howled and kicked and protested and 
finally called upon Trades Council for 
relief, with the following result and 
decision by Trades 
Council, which 
stands as law today, and which con­ 
cisely and decisively declares that the 
use of the Typographical union label 
of No. 318 covers the full work and 
makes all job work turned out in this 
city the full product of union labor. 
Further, for the benefit of our friends, 
and the 
public la general, and 
all 
candidates for political office, there la 
no Pressmen’! union in this city. Read 
the action of our Trades Council, the 
controlling and deciding body: 
“ E. 
B. 
Orr, 
from 
Typographical 
union No. 318, referred 
to an 
item 
which 
had recently been published in 
a local paper asserting that by the ac­ 
tion of Trades and Labor Council only 
the printing matter from the 
offices 
of the 
two daily papers of the 
city 
could be 
considered the product 
of 
union labor. 
This apprehension seem­ 
ed to have grown from the fact that 
the Labor day picnic committee, 
a 
year or two ago, supported by Trades 
Council, required that labels of both 
Typographical union and the 
Press­ 
men’s union appear on the 
printing 
matter issued by the picnic commit 
tee. 
Some contention has since en­ 
sued as to whether that regulation was 
to be continuous in its application. 
By 
a unanimous vote it was resolved at 
this meeting that “Trades and Labor 
Council wish it understood that 
we 
never took action" to the effect that 
there were “ but two union 
printing 
offices In East Liverpool,” and that “ a 
job of printing bearing the label of 
Typographical union No. 318, of this 
city, be recognized to be the product 
of union labor.” 
We will make further exposure of 
trickery 
and 
chicanery 
in

ture issue. We have absolute proof 
of wery dirty work on the part 
of 
men who should hang their heads in 
very shame, did

Union Men In This City Who Are 
Basely Misrepresenting 
Trades' Counoil.

Of No. 318 Has Been Declared by 
Unanimous Note of Our 
Trades' Council. 


ALL T H A T IS NECESSARY TO USE 


In the year 1898, the Labor day pic­ 
nic committee, backed 
by 
Trades 
Council, decided that the labels 
of 
both Typographical 
union 
and 
the 
Pressmen’s union must appear on the 
printing m atter issued by the picnic 
committee. William Cornelius was at 
that time 
in charge of 
the 
press 
room of the News Review. The own­ 
er of this paper was then in the Phil­ 
ippines, Carrying Old Glory. 
A short 
time previously the bitter enemies of 
the News Review had concocted 
a 
scheme to advance wages and make 
an effort to kill the paper during the 
owner’s absence. 
This 
move 
was 
adopted, but a true and 
tried 
and 
trusted union 
employe checkmated 
the move with a measure permitted 
by the Typographical union and ren­ 
dered abortive the plot hatched by 
the tricksters. 
Mrs. Palmer, in charge of the paper, 
was notified in 1898 that Bhe could 
not bid on the Labor day Job work 
unless she could make use of 
the 
Pressmen’s label. As per the new plot 
by the man or men engineering this 
feature, this would necessitate Mrs. 
Palmer employing another pressman, 
with an additional 
expenditure 
of 
$14.00 per week. 
She earnestly pro­ 
tested against this outrage, declaring 
that it would ruin her from a financial 
standpoint. 
Unknown to her, a champion ap­ 
peared in the ranks of Trades Coun 
Oil, he asserting that the m atter bore 
the ear marks of discrimination and 
injustice against the News 
Review; 
that it was a shame to spring such a 
thing against Captain Palmer when he 
was doing duty in the service of his 
country. There are lots of good men 
and true in our Trades Council, and 
this statem ent met with their hearty 
approval, and the 
committee 
gave 
instructions that Mrs. Palmer could 
bid on the job work for the 
Labor 
day picnic, and in case she was the 
fortunate bidder, she could send out 
for any pressman, have him affix the 
Pressmen’s label, in company with the 
Typographical 
label, 
and 
matters 
would be all right. 
Now note the villainy and skull­ 
duggery of the matter. 
Mrs. Palmer 
was never notified of this action on the 
part of the committee or council, and 
she was 
left 
under the impression 
that she was compelled to put in an­ 
other man regularly, at $14 a week, 
which she did, against her most earn­ 
est protest, and that $14 a week, aft­ 
erwards Increased to $15 per 
week, 
has been going on ever since. 
As soon as Captain Palmer 
came 
home from Manila, he took measures 


This stirred up a hornet’s nest, as

item

had recently been published in 
a local paper asserting that by the ac­ 
tion of Trades and Labor Council only 
the printing matter from the 
offices

This apprehension seem­ 
ed to have grown from the fact that 
the Labor day picnic committee, 
a 
year or two ago, supported by Trades 
Council, required that labels of both 
Typographical union and the

tee. 
Some contention has since en­ 
sued as to whether that regulation was 
to be continuous in its application. 
By 
a unanimous vote it was resolved at 
this meeting that “Trades and Labor 
Council wish it understood that

never took action” to the effect that 
there were “but two union 
printing 
offices in East Liverpool,” and that “a 
job of printing bearing the label of 
Typographical union No. 318, of this 
city, be recognized to be the product 
of union labor.”

W ashington, Jan. Id.—The house of 
representatives Ih keeping up its record 
for businesslike promptness In dispos­ 
ing of important legislation, and the 
number of bills accumulating in the 
senate that have passed the house has 
already become appalling. 
The house 
has disposed of the new apportionment 
by fixing a basis of representation that 
will result in a membership of 380 in 
the house of representatives in the Fif­ 
ty-eighth congress to be elected in 1902. 
It is not expected that this bill will 
provoke any discussion in the senate 
when it reaches there, as it is purely a 
house affair. 


• * • 
The river and harbor improvement 
bill is also under way in the bouse, and 
a vote upon it will doubtless have been 
taken before this reaches the eyes of 
its readers. This bill, carrying appro­ 
priations for nearly $70,OOO,OOO as a 
subsidy to the nation’s commerce, may 
be amended in the senate either by re­ 
ductions or increases. 
The improve­ 
ment of our rivers and harbors is be­ 
coming a colossal work, and few peo­ 
ple realise that as much money has 
been spent In that work during the 
closing decade of the last century as 
was spent iii all the years of our gov­ 
ernment’s existence preceding that dec­ 
ade. 
It cannot lie doubted, however, 
that the nation reaps benefits from the 
improvements far in excess of expend­ 
itures In the accommodation of rivers 
and liarliorH to larger craft that carry 
freight at reduced rates. 


I made by the antishipping bill lobby, 
representing foreign 
shipping inter­ 
ests here, to prove that there is not the 
least bit of need for any legislation. 
The lobby is getting frightened at the 
awakened newspaper demand for the 
immediate passage of tile bill, and the 
fact has at last been widely pul dished 
that new American ships means reduc­ 
ed ocean freight rates with direct bene­ 
fits to our farmers and manufacturers. 
This truth, once it sinks deeply into 
the public mind, will result in an agi­ 
tation so strong and so widespread 
that congress will find it utterly impos­ 
sible to postpone further legislation.
